The Information Disclosure Statement 

The prior art cited in the information disclosure statement filed on April 18, 2002 has been 
considered 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale m this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Smith et al 
(US 5,751,415), cited by applicant. 

Smith et al disclose an apparatus comprising a laser (12), a cell (20) to receive a fluid for 
analysis; a spectrometer (36); and a computer (46) for processing received signals. The 
apparatus of Smith et al can be used to detect transitions between fluids. See lines 14-23 in 
column 12. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Smith et al 
(US 5,751,415), cited by applicant 

Smith et al disclose a method of detecting product interfaces between different fluids 
comprising comparing an incoming Raman spectrum with a stored spectrum of the product. See 
lines 14-30 in column 12
